Charges High Death Rate. 

“We are training Alabama 
girls in a state college at Mon- 
tevalo within sight of another 
institution where free labor re- 
fuses to work. Count the un- 
known graves in the woods 
back of the college,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘where the - mine vic- 
tims are buried, if you want. to 
know the death toll of miner 
convicts. Last year there were 
nearly twice as many acciden- 
tal deaths of convicts in the 
mines as were claimed in the 
whole state convict system by 
pneumonia and _ tuberculosis 
combined.” 

Giving comparisons, he said 
both Georgia and Mississippi 
had abolished the lease system 
and Alabama could do the 
same by putting the convicts on 
farms and the public roads. 

“four years ago,’ said Mr. 
Davis, “there were only three 
states within the convict lease 
system——North Carolina, Ala- 
bama and Florida, and today 
Florida is the most adversely 
advertised ‘state in the union 
and today Alabama would be 
worse off than Florida if the 
truth were known and the facts 
published.”

ON TUESDAY MORNING 


‘Dr. Pater Glaxton, Provost of 
the University of Alabama, and 
United States Commissioner of 
Education from 1911 to 1921, 
delivered the commencement 
address at the closing of the 
Elba High School on Tuesday 
morning. 

Perhaps no other man in the 
United States has such a wide 
aequaintanee with school condi 
tions in the country as has Dr. 
Claxton. He has visited every 
state in the United States but 
one, and has delivered more 
speeches on education than 
most any other man. 

Dr. Claxton made a wonder- 
ful speech which was well re- 
ceived by the audience. Dr. 
Claxton stressed the impor- 
tance of developing our whole 
educational system  simulta- 
neously from the primary 
grade through the university. 
He asked the people present to 
stand up for the educational 
program as outlined by Gover- 
nor Brandon. It is proposed 
that a three-mill tax shall be 
levied for educational purposes 
one-half of which shall go to 
the higher institutions and the 
other half to go to the common 
schools. The common schools 
would also get the same appro- 
priations that they now get. 
Dr. Claxton gave the history of 
public education in the United 
States and urged the people to 
continue the fine progress 
made so far. 

Dr. Claxton’s speech was a 
treat and greatly enjoyed by 
the people of Elba.
